The Sohliemama Discoveries. 

(Cologne Osietto, Feb. Clb.) 

The following, from a letter we have 
received from Athens, contains prob- 
ably the first expression of opinion by 
experts who bavo seen and examined 
the treasures fouud by Dr. Schliomaun 
at Mycenae. All accounts heretofore 
have'emanated from the doctor him- 
self:— 

The contents of one of the four 
chest* which are filled with golden 
treasures excavated at Myoenje have 
been' 3i8played in the bank, and the 
notabilities of the city invited to ex- 
amine them. The judgment concern- 
ing them is just now thecommon tbpio 
of conversation. To the savan of 
AthenB" the period of Agamemnon 
appears to be too remote, and they 
rater to that of King Danaoe. Others 
while willing to admit that some of the 
pieces are of great antiquity — as for 
instance the signet rings -still find it 
impossible to recognize ill the great 
mass of the articles any of the features 
''distinctive of the early Asiatic period, 
such as massiveness of tlie metal and 
• severity of the style. All of tbe gold- 
en treasures ore inude of a very tbiu 
metal, and their designs and shapes 
give evidence ratber of tbe decadence 
of a people than of that primitive time 
when trinkets fashioned by Phrygio- 
Lydian art were first brought to the 
shores of Europe. Tbe place in which 
they were fouud, too, gives assurance 
of their antiquity: for altbougn the 
catities or pits iu tbe citadel wherein 
they were found are unquestionably 
of great age, it has not yei been proved 
that tbev were originally used for 
burial purposes. They may have been 
1 underground storehouses, which were 
"converted into tombs by later occu- 
pants of the citadel. These newly ex- 
cavated graves have nothing in com- 
mon witb the burial-places of the 
ancient, nnd the unconsuined skeletons 
lying beneath the superincumbent 

■ earth certaiuly bear no marks of tbe 
Homeric period. Structures of a much 
later period, however, are to be seen 
in the immediate vicinity. Hence it 
is likely that the graves were used a» 
■ucu at some period between the reign 
of Danaos and tbe Byzantine-Frankieh 
Middle Ages; but, inasmuch as some 

J months must elupm before all tbe re- 
covered treasures cau be placed on 

Exhibition, a decisive judgment as to 
antiquarian value miibt be postponed 
till that time, and tho public must 
meanwhile possess itself in patience 
Priam's treasures were fouud fouryears 
ago, and to dny it is still doubtful 
what era they belonged to— whether 
Home of tbem once graced the neck of 
Adromeda, or were only tho lost trink- 
ets of a Turkish harem. The gold 
of Illium has ngain dinappeared from 
view; but the gold of Mycenae, being 

' owned by tbe government, is to be ex 
hibited publicly, not, however, before 
April. In illium, as iuMyceniE.uo rod 
sonable doubt was expressed concern 
ing tho antiquity of tbe excavated 
pottery and clay images , but the gold 
treasures of both places are of proble- 
matic origin, and concerning their 
chronological value persons who havo 

■ -aeon them differ by thousands of years. 

The history of Mycemc is commonly 
confined to tho time of the Atiibes.and 
is supposed to end about tho year 4G0 
B. C. That this is an error is proved 
by the many structures of a much later 
period still found there; and it is a 
mistake to ignore tho existence of 
Greece during the middle ages, simply 
because its history is involved in ob- 

acurity.

PER STEAMSHIP DAKOTA. 

An Anti Bradlaugh Society has been 
formed at Northampton. The chair-

EETROSPECTIVE AND PROSPEC- 
TIVE. 

"Whan, in the session of 1874, the 
then Chief Commissioner unfolded 
the policy of his department tc the 
House, when 2 ho had shown that there 
was about to "be an enormous expendi- 
ture of money on public works, far bo- 
yond the revenue capacity of the coun- 
try to provido, he was asked by one of 
the honorablo members in opposition, 
"Whore is the money that is to pay for 
all these luxuries to come from?" "If, 
replied tb?. Ohiof," the honorable gentle- 
man had yJiiA attention to the Budget 
Speech, ho would have known that the 
Government proposes to expend the capi- 
tal sum of §940,000, now held in trust lor 
us by Canada; and that wo shall build all 
the roads the country shall require for 
tea years, and the drydock, and carry on 
the Government for an indefinite period' 
without borrowing a cent or taxing the coun- 
try a single dollar." The galleries applaud- 
ed these remarks to tho echo, fo.- weronot 
tho Government ahout to provido work 
lor every man in the Provinco at a high 
rate of wages, and not a single dollar was 
to be raised by way of taxation or loau? 
Eureka! Tho Government had discover- 
ed the secret of turning all things 
they touched into gold. They had pos- 
sessed themselves of Aladdin'n lamp and 
hud only to rub it to obtuin all tho funds 
they wished. Wo have often wondered 
that tha ox-Ouiof did not engage to place 
a silver spoon in every child's mouth. 
The picture of prosperity he drew woulJ 
have thou been complete. 

We remember poiutiug out at the time 
the absurdity of these promises, and cau- 
tioning people against accepting as sound 
political economythe declarations of a man 
who had imbibed his ideas on fin- 
ances within tho narrow limits of a 
twopenny ha'penny shop, and whose 
heaviest financial operation had prob- 
ably not exceeded the sule of a bill of four 
dolurs' worth of goods; A million of 
dollars to be expended without borrow- 
ing or taxing. Nothing of the kind was 
ever before near of, and we earnestly hopo 
nothing of the kind will ever be again. 
The duancial policy of the Government 
was accepted by tho House and country. 
Money was scattered broadcast, and with- 
in two years tha Government of the Midas 
touob. confronted an indignant peoplo 
with a load of indebtedness that 
threatened to crush the youn 
life out of the Province. Not only were 
they in debt to workingmon and contrao 
tors, to trailesmen from Victoria to Cari- 
boo, to civil servants for their salaries; 
bnt they had inourred a liability to Cana 
da beyond the capacity of the Province to 
discharge for many years, and, worse 
than ail, had thereby seriously jeopardis- 
ed tho construction of the overland rail 
way. So soon as the effects of this u 
nique fiscal policy were properly under 
stood by the country, the hue-and cry 
was raised against tho Government. They 
were speedily turned out of office and 
more capable and intelligent men substi- 
tuted. The present Government accept- 
ed office under tho most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances. Mr. McOroight had handed 
over the Government to Messrs. DeCos 
mos and Walkem with a surplus of 8100,- 
000 in tho Treasury. When Mr. Elliott 
succeeded Mr. Walkom the treasury was 
innocent of even tho ''fragrance of a dol- 
lar," and the Provinoo was §756,000 in 
debt besides. The money "held iu trust 
for us" by Canada had proved to be 
an advanco or loan at five per cent, inter 
est, and the subsidy for 1870 was in pawn 
to the lame Government for an advance 
of §150,000, Besides leaving behind them 
this enormous liability to bo provided for 
by their successors, the Walkem Govern 
ment seem to have been incapable of de- 
vising ways and means for creating a re 
venue. When their borrowing capacity 
was at an end— when they had pledged all 
the debentures that capitalists would take 
at a liberal discount and at a high rate of 
interest, and when contractors and em 
ployes clamored at tho treasury door» for 
their hard earned money, they were at 
their wits' end. Thoy oiuaplv threw up 
their hands in utter despair and went 
down without making an intelligent effort 
to savo themselves or the country from 
ruin. Read the Governor's Speech deliv- 
e-od when Mr. Walkom met the House us 
First Minister for tho Inst time and con- 
trast it with Mr. Elliott's speech when he 
came back to tho Houso after accepting 
office with the muguificeut endorsement 
of two-thirds of his constituents. The 
Lieut. -Governor's speech contains not 
an idea worthy of being remembered, nor 
a suggestion as to how tho Government 
proposed to extricate tho country from its 
finunoial sirait. Mr. Elliott's speech, ou 
tho otb.tr hand, informs the House that 
liabilities to an enormous amount have 
got to bo met, and that ho will impose a 
light and equitable tax to accomplish it. 
This annouueomunt aroused the people 
from tho fuluo soourity into which they 
had been lulled by tho specious argu- 
ments of tho former Government. But it 
was a wise policy that has met with en- 
tire BUCcesa and which eventually will lift 
the country out of the miro into which 
DeCosmos- Walkem plunged and left it 
and pl'ico its feet on dryland. 

The Estimates beforo us show a de- 
creasejbut tho public works to bo execut- 
ed wiil not bo less in importance than 
those undertaken last year. If thoro is 
less to bo votod this session tho deereaso 
is attributable to tho fact that the present 
Government have discharged a large part 
of the liabilities left unprovided for by 
their predecessors. If debentures have 
been deposited as collateral security at 
tho Bauk for advances, it is partly due to 
the fact that the late Minister of Einanco 
neglected to incorporate the principle of 
tho siukiugfund iu tho Loan Bill, and part- 
ly to extricate debentures pledged by 
Walkom & Co. If tho expenditure of 187(3 
has oxoeuued tho rovonuo tho cause will 
be found to lio with tho lata Government 
who in one department aioue loft §263.000 
for the present Government to pay off. If 
thera is a deficit of §116,000 to bo mot this 
year, there was a doficit of §350,000 last 
year, and a deficit of §587,000 the year bo- 
foro. If a few salaries have been slightly 
inoreased, it will bo found that thoy hnvo 
been adjusted on a fair and equitable 
soalo, in repudiation of tho policy of tho 
Walkem Govornmont.whioh starved sotuo 
■worthy olfioiuls while it pampered others 
of less worthy characteristics. 

The present Government are engaged 
jn tha laudable effort of extrioatLog the 



country from the financial difficulties into 
which it was led by Mr. Walkem and his 
coadjutors. In furtherance of thoir poli- 
cy they were oatitled to the active, sym- 
pathy and tsapport of tho mon who have 
been the cause of tho disasters that have 
overtaken the Provinco during tho part 
four years. But instead of receiving that 
sympathy pud support thoy have bsen met 
at every tur.i with bitter opposition, unre- 
lenting hostility and tho foulest slanders. 
Hap )ily tho country has the good sense 
to boo through ti e unpatriotic designs of 
tha Opposition and to know that with 
Walkom & Go. tho struggle is merely for 
place. The Houso and tho country will, 
we feel sure, endorso tho financial policy 
of tho Government, and after a very 
few years of good Government we 
shall have tho pleasure of announcing that 
tho Provinco is out of debt.

Editor Colonist: — Allow an outsider 
a word on this subject, und by an outsider 
I mean one who not only has no in- 
terest, except from a humaniteiian 
point of view, in the parties con- 
cerned, but ho has' not oven seen 
one of thorn to his knowledge. . To 
j uur remarks of to day I heartily sub- 
scribe, except tho one approving of tho 
suggestion of settlement by a commission. 
If 1 um willing to employ a servant at §35 
per month, and tho said servant is unwil- 
ling to work for mo under §40, and some 
ono who neither knows my circumstances 
uor my servants so well .\s I do mysolf, 
nor I ho pleasures or pains of our living 
together, steps in and decides that I am 
to pay §34, or §35 or §36, how long and 
how pleasantly we are likoly to get on to- 
gether ? Should I not bo rather critical 
of labor thus forced on mo? And will the 
labor given to me so unwillingly 
bo of that earnest, industrious character 
which I ought to receive, or will it be 
simply "eyo sorvico." 

Has Mr. Diinsmuir any contract with 
tho men whioh ho is trying to evade? If 
so, let them make up a joint purso and 
appeal to the courts for injustioe. The 
winning of ono suit would oarry all the 
others without further question. But if 
thero is no contract, or if there is one 
which the men hove broken, surely he is 
entitled to reoccupy his own premises 
and find other mos! 

Aud if he will only send to tho States 
for them, he will get for the asking ahun- 
drep for every ono he requires. Thore 
aro at present thousands of men out of 
employment, even in Sau Francisco, 
hund.ods of whom will bo glad 
to work for thoir mere living. 
And iu tha Eastern States matters aro 
still worse. A correspondent of tho Lon- 
don Times writes that one-half of the 30,- 
000 to 40,000 now usually employed iu 
tho anthracite coal region aro out of em- 
ployment, and ho believes there aro more 
men oat of employment in Pennsylvania 
than in all England. Ho adds that 2000 
men aro out on strike from the car-works 
of tho Lakawauna Railroad Co., on ac- 
count of a reduction in their wages to 
§1.20per day for good mechanics, who have 
to board themselves at a cost of §4 60 or 
§5 per week. Ho further adds that at the 
New Jersey iron and steel works laborers' 
wasres are reduced to 90 cents per day. 
Strikes which were commenced at the 
oast when wages wero high aro now rare. 
Tho manufacturers are thus onubled to 
turn out a largo production at bedrock 
prices, aud to compete with foreign na- 
tions and turn tho balanco of trude in 
favor of America, which will doubttess 
thus be enabled to surmount tho present 
difficulties, while a foundation is being 
laid for a now era of prosperity. Hero, I 
am sorry to say, the mania in favor of 
high wages is not yet cured. Dunsmnir's 
men, if his published statemont of 29th 
ult. is correct, have boon receiving an 
average of $'i 65 per day for 6, 7, or 8 
hours' work! And yot thoro are poople 
weak enough to sympathise with thorn in 
thoir courso and oven to encourage them 
to hold ou to property whicb does not be- 
long to thorn iu defiance of tho law. My 
advioo not only to tho Wellington owners 
but to all tho coal proprietors of tho 
Is'and is to reduce their avorago wngesto 
,81 50 per day; aud if tho men decline this 
to combine and bring out a fow hundred 
%ood miners from Pennsylvania, Canada, 
,,'oreven from England. Thoy would jump 
at tho chuuoo and gladly givo thoir notes 
of hand for tho necessary travelling ex- 
penses, and by careful inquiry into their 
characters beforo engaging thorn an in- 
dustrious aud highly valuable addition 
would bo made to our population. Tho 
Australians are now carrying emigrants 
from Now York. Let employers hero 
follow this spirited example anil emanci- 
pate themselves from n tyranny which, 
if it is allowed to continue", must be tho 
ruin of the coal mining, as it has already 
almost been tho ruin of tho agricultural 
iulorests of tho Province. 

Onlooker. 

Victoria, 8th April. 
[We cannot regard tho low-wages pro- 
o*iticn of our correspondent with favor; 
ut thore is much in his letter of which 
e appro.'o, and whioh tho men now on 
slriko at Nanaimo would do well to lay to 
heart. A Commission appointed to 
settle the difference between labor and 
capital, would not confine their inquiries 
to tho mere question of the prico of labor. 
Thero wore othor differences between 
mine-owuors and miners which might 
have been property referred to a Commis- 
sion ;and, naturally, when o'thorpoints wero 
settled, the wages disputo might alBO have 
been composed. Considering tho cost of 
living in tho Provinco the present rate of 
wages is .not - exorbitant. Boforo labor 
will fall in prico in British Columbia tho 
necessaries of lifo must drop. Of 
this wo soo no immediate prospect. So 
far as oonoorus tho retention of the house 
property of tho Company by the miners, 
tho act has cost them tho sympathy and 
support of Victoria, if not of Nanaimo. — 
Ed. Colonist.]

Constantinople, April 6.— The Plague 
has appeared at Bagdud. 

Paris, April 6. — Tho Frenoh govern- 
ment has not decided about sending am- 
bassadors to Constantinople, as tho dispo- 
sition of tho Portn Boems to be lous satis- 
factory than befor?. 

London, April 0.— A fishing bout in at- 
tempt to enter Banff Harbor to-day, was 
dashed on tho rocks, and six of tho crew 
drowned. 

Berlin, April 6. — Tho cabinet will ex- 
perience some diflicultvin dispatching the 
ordinary business when deprived of Bis- 
marck, Conservatives and ultramontanes 
doubtless hopo to profit by Bismarck's re- 
tirement, to procure* a change of system; 
yet thoro is little chance of it. 

Tho Standard's correspondent at Vionna 
telegraphs that a report is current that 
Bismarck resigned bocauso tho king of 
Saxony complained to tho Emporor of 
the Chancellor. 



CANADA. 
Ottawa, April G. — Somo six hundred 
working men assembled in City Hall 
Square and demanded work or bread from 
the mayor. That gentleman addressed 
them aud then they went to the Parlia- 
ment buildings and demanded nn iuter 
view with premier Muckeuzio who refused 
to soo them, as ho was engaged on some 
imnortaut business. 

fc^Tho menjentered thbbuilding andinsist 
ed on Booing him. Mackenzie still refused 
and they passed a vote of censure and 
dispersed. 

Ottawa, April 7th. — Tho mon of the 
city interviewed Mackenzie this morning, 
He addressed them and said tho govern 
ment had no power to grant them relief.

Monday, April 9. 
The Speaker took tbo Chair at 2:05 o'- 
clock. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved that the Housq 
proceed with *ho orders of the day. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott wished to corroot a 
misstatement in tho newspaper reports in 
which he had been mad-j to say that he 
thought we had every right to constitute 
courts of criminal procedure; whereas he 
had really said that ho thought we had 
every right to constitute courts of crimi- 
nal jurisdiction. 

Mr. Walkeuj wished the Government 
to define the coarse they intended to 
adopt in bringiug down tbo Estimates. 
He described the methods of procedure 
in this matter at Ottawa and London. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said that circum- 
stances would determino tho course to be 
adopted. 

Mr. Walkem again pressed for an an- 
swer on this topic. 

Mr. Beaven read ft passage from tho 
Canadian "Hansard" in support of his 
views on this subject. 

Hon. Mr. Smittie said that there was 
no absolute rule on this question. Tho 
usual course as given in "May" was for 
the Budget speech to be made in Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means. 

Mr. Walkem— Does the hon. gentle- 
man intend to bring it down to-day. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho explained that he had 
intended on'eutoriug the House to bring 
the Estimates before the House. 

Mr. Walkem complained that such a 
course would take him by surprise. 

Hon. Mr. S mi the was willing to post- 
pone the matter if such was the wish of 
the House. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott contrasted the remarks 
of the hon. gentlemen opposite who Le 
believed bad hitherto been pretending to 
huny on the consideration of the Esti- 
mates and now they oomplained of being 
taken by surprise. 

The Speaker was about to put tho ques- 
tion that "I do leavo tuo Chair" prepara- 
tory to going into Committee of Supply 
whoa 

Mr. Walkem roso, aud after stating that 
it was customary before going into Com- 
mittee on the Estimates for momberswho 
felt so disposed to avail themselves of an 
old privilege under which they were on- 
titled to review the whole course of the 
Governmout and to enlarge upon any 
grievances from which tho couutry might 
be Buffering. This privilege he intended 
to claim on this prosont occasion. He 
deolarod that the oondition of the Pro- 
vince was never worse than at tho present 
time and drew a pitiful picture of tho 
distress and suffering which he asserted 
existed in the Colony. All classes were 
involved in these troubles which, arising 
from causes beyond their control, 
comment ing in tho East, had travelled 
•westward to California aud have at last 
found their way to British Columbia. 
Hon. genllumon opposite had admitted 
last year that economy was required, and 
yet ho wuh prepared to show that tho Pro- 
vince was deeper in debt now than ever. 
He drew a parallel between tho conduct 
of the Government and that of a board of 
directors of a banking or other large bus- 
iness, and enquired iudignautly if the 
creditors of such tan establishment would 
approve of the conduct of said board if 
with ft decreasing trade they proposed to 
incur fresh liabilities. He accused the 
Government of increasing tho expendi- 
ture for tho civil service by some §8000, 
and of proposing to borrow §117,000, 
which he did not believe they could do 
except at a rate of from 10 to If) por cent. 
Instead of the motion to go into Commit- 
tee ho would move that "In view of tho 
present serious financial embarrassment 
of the Province, and tho very gravo de- 
pression which exists in all branches of 
trade and industry, this House deems it 
essentially uocossary in tho interosts of 
the people that tho cost of tbo civil ser- 
vice should not, as a matter of provident 
eoouomy, be ino i eased." Tho hon. gen- 
tleman continued in this strain for somo 
time declaring that ho did not bring this 
forward as n party measure, aud said that 
irtfolii 



the fourth portfolio which existed during 
his ova Ministry was necessary because 
of Lbe extra work whioh was entailed on 
Lis Government by Confodoration, and 
ho wisbod to maintain a balance of power 
botweoo tho Island and Mainland. If this 
was a party quostiou ho would sit down 
(hoar, hear.) If any gentlemen wore go- 
ing to vote on it as a party question they 
had better leavo tho Houso (hoar, hear.) 
He proceodod to claim for tho Govern- 
ment or any other employor the right of 
fixing tho hours of labor, and was about 
to enlargo on somo of tho itoms on the 
Estimates when he was callod to order 
by 

Mr. Speaker, who informed him that 
tho .icenso which ho had claimed on ris- 
ing, largo as it was, did not allow him to 
trench on subjects whioh could bo pro- 
perly discussed only in Committeo of 
Supply. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem thon began again, 
and aftor gsing over all the argument, 
whiob u° had already adducod in sup 
port of his motion sat down amidst loud 
oheers from Mossrs. Humphreys, Beaven 
»nd Ash. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott, after it fsw word* or 



the time which had already been lost, 
said that tho speech of the hon. gentle- 
man opposite was in tune with the news- 
paper whioh was reported to be his organ 
and with his sayings and those of his sup- 
porters outside of the House. They were 
always doing their best to damago the 
credit of the country. The hon. gentle- 
man bad presented a lamentable picture 
of the Province, but he bolioved it to be 
very muoh overdrawn (hoar, hear.) Tho 
country was not in as good condition as 
it ought to be, but it was in nothing like 
such a dosporate state as the hon. gon- 
tloman said it was (hear, he r;) It would 
have been in a far better state but for the 
wild and wioked assertions of the gentle- 
man who had left his Government and 
now sat in the rear ranks of the Opposi- 
tion. Ho thought afior a review of his 
experience that the re-ostablishment of tho 
fourth portfolio was advisable, but it was 
for tho House to say it it could bo allow- 
ed. As for tho remarks of tho hon. gen- 
tleman on tho Opposition benches he 
himself had advised him not to try to 
osrry on the Government without it. 
(Cheors and laughter.) Bespocting the 
inoreaso to official salaries it was after all 
but a small matter, and that even the Op- 
position members had said that some of 
the Government wero underpaid. Tho 
member for Comox, for instance, had re- 
marked that it was infamous to have an 
auditor at so low a salary. Tho total of 
expenditure showed a decrease as com- 
pared with last year of §110,000. It was 
competent for the Houso to reduce this if 
it thought, and propor, hon. gentle- 
man oi)posite would have much better 
taste if they had waited till tho Houso 
was in Committee and they could consi- 
der theso matters item by item in duo 
oour«o (hear, hear.) 

Mr Smith criticized the conduct of tho 
Leader of tho Opposition, and Mr. Do- 
Cosmos who could not conduct tho busi- 
ness of tho country with less than 4 paid, 
and 2 unpaid ministers. This was tho 
hon. gentleman's creed whilo in power; 
but now ho was in opposition he ipoko of 
a fourth portfolio as au imposition. Ho 
believed that their real object in keoping 
G ministers was because that, six, with a 
follower or two each, could control the 
House. 

Capt. Evans said ho did not wish to 
•peak at length.particularly as there were 
complaints of the waste of time. He then 
travelled over much tho Bamo ground as 
Mr. Wulkom,said he could point out in- 
stances of economy having been carried 
so far as to injure works of utility, and 
was just entering on his favorite subject 
of every man having his price, when 

Mr. Smith roso and protested against 
the practice of mombors and frittering 
away the time of the houso on repititions 
of the stale jokes and scandal, whioh thoy 
had hoard outside. (Laughter.) 

Capt. Evans in continuation accused 
tho Government of wishing to ra-estab- 
lish tho fourth portfolio only to reward >i 
faithful adherent, Indulged in tho old 
taunts about tho Government wishing 
to keep their position. Said ho was glad 
that the resolution of the Loader of too 
Opposition was worded so as to appeal 
to the pockets of members, rather than to 
parties, (Hear, hear from Mr. Walkem) 
and after a few remarks on the flopping of 
members, hoped the house would show a 
true sense of its dntios on this question 
and sat down. 

Mr. Fisher reviewed with great force 
and vigor the course of the late Ministry, 
claiming that the present liabilities and 
the present depression were owing to the 
extravagance of their predecessors. He 
wantod no better proof of tho ability of 
the prosent Governmout than the fact that 
they could borrow monoy at 7 per cent, 
when it was 5 poi cont. in England. One 
of our financial mom bors had fixed tho 
rate of interest at which one could borrow 
money at 18 per cont. The unpatriotic 
oourse of the Opposition had damaged 
the bonds, which, but for tho unprinci- 
pled course of the Opposition, could have 
sold higher in London than thoy 
did hero. Tho situation at the 
treasury was good, and tho faith- 
ful servants whose rouumeration was 
increased deserved consideration long 
ago (hear) . We had boon told of tho 
great distress existing hero, but the dis- 
tres was all ovor Eastern Canada aud tho 
United Statos. Ho agrood with tho loa- 
der of tho Opposition's motto— tho Do- 
minion first, tho Province second, the 
Districts third, aud ho hope ho (Mr. Wal- 
kem) would add, self last. (Laughter.) 
How Mr. Walkem could reconcile his first 
speech with his conduct now ho (Mr. 
Fisher) could not imagiuo. Talking of 
portfolios, if Mr. Walkom had remained 
hero instead of watching punoh-imd judy 
shows in Oxford stroet, (laughter) enjoy- 
ing himsof in dancing attendance on Lord 
Carnarvon, in eating bigLomluu dinners, 
and bringing tho Province into debt, there 
would have boon no dubt now to provide 
for. Lord Duffer in acknowledged that 
the drydock was a national work and not 
a Provincial one (hear.) Mr. Fisher next 
gave tho House tho benefit of his experi- 
ence in borrowing money on public works 
aud said that hu hoped no hon. gentleman 
in this Houso would attompt to mislead 
the public on this question. Ho had been 
threatened with pressure from his consti- 
tuents; but he had never received a hint 
from a majority of his constituents that 
thoy wanted him to retiro. He had never 
violated a pledge, aud he paid no atten- 
tion to what itinerant demagogues might 
say. At auy rate, tho politics of Parsons 
Bridge would not influence any indepen- 
dent member of this Houso (hear.) Tho 
idle men iu San Francisco wont there 
when affairs wero more prosperous thau 
thoy aro now. Ho hoped ho would never 
take monoy sweated out of tho peoplo of 
this Provinco aud lose it in stocks on 
California street (laughter.) Ho would 
much ratlior know that there was to bo a 
portfolio and tho cost of it, than to help a 
man into powor who would go to Cariboo 
and London, and back again and make 
thft oouutry pay for it. (Cheors.) Wo can- 
not discharge our liabiliiios unless we 
"beg, borrow or steal." 

Mr. Beaven said tho financial position 
of this Provinco was not good, and tho 
strictest oconomy should be practiced. 
The official salaries should bo arranged so 
that officers who had served a certain time 
should havo an inoreaso. Ho considered 
it impossible for auy man to do a day's 
work between the hours of lOJand 4 p.m. 
Ho considered four Ministers nocessary 
for tho propor conduct of tho Govern- 
moot. Ho (Mr. Beaven) had joined tho 
DeCosmos Government only aftor being 
twice solicited. Could tho hon. mem- 
ber for Yale say tho samo? 

Mr, Smith— I don't think tho hon. 
gentloman for Yale ovor had tho ohanoo of 
refusing (laughter.) 

Mr. Boavon continued that he bolioved 
in paying overy officer well; bat ruaka him 
work for what he got*. 



Hon. Mr. Smithe called attention to the 
unfairness of the courso pursued by the 
Leader of the Opposition. When ho (Mr. 
Smithe) was obliged to enter into an ex- 
planation on tho finances of the country, 
ho saw there would bo opposition to the 
Houso going into Committeo of Supply. 
Ho (Mr. Smithe) upon that pledge being 
given consented to postpono his explana- 
tion of the oatimatos and tho Opposition 
hndnotadhorod to thei "jledge (hoar.) The 
hon. Leader of the vypposition claimed 
that this was not and ought not to be con- 
sidered a party question, yet he introduc- 
ed it at a time when it could be consider- 
ed as nothing else. Tho result of a favor- 
able vote upon this umendmont would be 
what? Tho gentleman very well knows. 
The House had ordored that c. supply bo 
granted to Hoi Majesty, but if tho amend- 
ment wore passed the Houso would go 
into Commit*- 3 of Supply with other 
gentlemen on f'.o Treasury benches than 
those who now occupiod thorn. Tho hon. 
gentleman proceeded to say that the am- 
endment was a reflection (slight though it 
bo) on the Government and could only be 
regarded as a party challenge. The am- 
endment was of no importance. Every 
one of theso itoms would conioup in Com- 
mitteo of Ways and Means aud if any 
salary hud been unworthily increased the 
committoo could donl with it. With ro- 
spect to what Mr. Beaven hod said as to 
salaries ho agrood with him; but while 
that gentle mail was in jiower he had not 
carried out his theory. In some of the 
offices work had greatly increased. In his 
own department work frequently began at 
8 o'clock aud ended lute iu the night. 
Somo of tho present clerks had entered 
tho offices when boys and had grown up 
in the sorvico. They had become efficient 
and was it right that thoy should reooivo 
now the Hamo salaries that they received 
when boys? 

Mr. Williams considered tho raise in 
salaries a great mietako in the present 
stato of depression. 

Mr. Humphreys saidl this proposition 
ought to receive tho favorable considera- 
tion of tho House. He extolled the 
speech of tho Loador of tho Opposition as 
un able and argmentativo one, and the 
amendment would bo accepted if tho Min- 
istry wero not afraid of losing their seats. 
TheDominion subsidies bad boon reduced 
in three years $21,749. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe— That you mnst 
blame to tho gentlemen on your side. 

Mr. Humphreys — It makosnodifferenco 
who did it, tho fact remains. Ho accused 
Dr. Tolmie of saying that the country was 
in n more prosperous condition than when 
the late Government loft office. 

Dr. Tolmie — I haven't spoken to-day 
(laughter and cheers.) 

Mr. Humphreys continued that tho 
prosperity of the Provinco was fallacious. 
Wo have boon expending double our 
rovonuo. and the statement that tho Prov- 
ince is in a better condition than before 
was incorrect. The actual expenditure 
for 1870 was upwards of §800,000. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho — That statement is 
wrong by more thau $200,000 (cheers.) 

Mr. Humphreys— The difference be- 
tween tho iucomo and expenditure was 
money borrowed in tho Provinco, and 
there wus a reduction in public works of 
upwards of §72,000. With tho exception 
of four oflicors in tho city of Victoria 
there was not a single officer who earned 
moro than §100 a month. They went to 
their work at 10 and knocked off at 4, and 
ho saw no reason whatever to justify an 
increase of their salaries. Tho estimated 
spending for 1877 is §503,543. The esti- 
mated income is §407,350. The deficit is 
to be raised by loan and ho contt-nded 
that they could not raise this deficit. The 
amount obtained under tho Loan Act of 
1870 on account of tho graving dock and 
othor public works was §342,000, leaving 
somo §7,000 unaccounted for. He pre- 
dicted that next year it wouldbo found that 
bankruptcy had overtaken tho country 
and the Government would bo execrated. 
He charged that the inoreaso in salaries 
ani officials was for political purposes, 
and that ofliciuls had been removed for 
political reasons, instancing Johnston 
Bobertson. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said that tho hon. 
gentleman did not understand tho case he 
had quoted. 

Mr. Mara said ho had sat in tho House 
six sessions and had heard fivo budget 
speeches made. During five of those 
sessions ho had hoard[five speeches similar 
iu nature to the one just hoard from the 
same gentleman. 

Mr. Humphreys said that ho had never 
made such a speech before, because he 
did not understand tho case as well bo 
fore (laughter.) 

Mr. Mara continued that ho had hoard 
nearly the same speech from tho hon. 
gentleman on fiva different occasions. 
The samo expressions— "reprehensible," 
"disgraceful," "outrageous," "traiotor 
ons," "selling tho peoplo," etc., ran 
through them all. only thoy wore directed 
against the gentlemen with whom Mr. 
Humphreys is now acting (hoar and 
laughter.) This was tho first timo in his 
experience that a Government policy had 
been refused a hearing before tho esti- 
mates wero picked to pieces and an am- 
endment moved. Tho Leader of tho Op- 
position had said that tho resolution did 
not mean a want of coulideuce. To a cer- 
tain extent ho agreed with tho amend- 
ment: but an attack on the financial polioy 
of a Governmout was never mado till it 
had been laid boforo tho House. Tho 
Loader of tho Opposition had insisted on 
tho Budget Speech not boing made and 
then ho brought iu his vote of want of 
confidence, [Mr. Walkem — It is not a 
voto of want of confidence.] It does not 
give the Government a chance to explain 
ttiwir polioy [cheors.] Two hon. gen- 
tlemen of tho Opposition had said that a 
fourth portfolio was required, aud yetthey 
propoBod not to give tho Government a 
chance to explain why they had placed 
the voto on tho estimates. Ho held thoru 
was a sorious financial embarrassment 
when the lata Government retired. [Mr. 
Beaven— No. | Tho hon. gentloman (Mr. 
Beaven) knows that contractorj could not 
get their monoy during his administra- 
tion. [Mr, Beaven— Name thoin.| Ho 
(Mr. Mara) could take tho hon. gentlo- 
man to moro than ono contractor who had 
beon told that thoy could not got their 
money during that hon. gentleman's 
reign. 

Mr. Armstrong said that whilo ho wus 
Minister of Finance ho never know a con- 
tractor to come to tho Treasury aud go 
away without his monoy. 

Mr. Mara— It was ft matter of public 
notoriety und hon. gentlemen opposite 
know tho names as well as I do. 

Mr. Boavon — It is a notorious faot that 
tho contractors wero paid by tho Walkem 
Government. Aftor tho Walkom Govern- 
ment went out of power Boveral contrac- 
tors under tho Walkom Government did 
j apply to tho present Government and 
I oould not get their money. 



SMr. Milby— Because you had spent it 
I. (Oheers.) 

Mr. Mara — The lato Government had to 
employ a broker to borrow money for 
them. The present Government had got 
all tho money they required at tho Bank. 
Tho lato Government paid §600 to a brok- 
er to got them §30,000, and that was one 
reason why ho said that tho financial em- 
barrassmont was not as grave now ns 
thon. (Cheors. 

Mr. Armstrong -That was booause tho 
Bank of California had failed. (Roars of 
laughter.) 

Mr. Mara— Tho hon. gentleman (Mr. 
Beaven) was in office for three years. He 
did not establish a grade or soalo for offi- 
oial salaries, but they raisod and reduced 
salaries inaspasmodio mannor. R efering 
to the decrease in the subsidy from Cana- 
da, as stated by Mr. Humphreys, Mr. Ma- 
ra said that tho subsidy was tho Bamo to- 
day as it was when the present Govern- 
ment took office, and that was ono roason 
why Mr. Humphreys askod the Houso to 
voto a want of confidence in the Govern- 
ment—for errors of thoir predecessors. 
The Estimates of last year had been very 
little exceeded, notwithstanding the dis- 
aster that befel tho Cariboo wagon-road. 
If §800,000 was really spent last year,who 
was to blamo? Tho lato Government, who 
loft tho country deeply in debt. Mr. 
Humphreys had said that tho bonds woro 
deposited at a ruinous rato of interest and 
oould never bo redoome l. But who do- 
posited them ? Mr. Humphreys himself. 
(Oheers.) 

Mr. Humphreys— So I did; but I meant 
to say they would only bo redeemed by 
depositing others. 

Mr. Mara was glad tho hon. gentleman 
had qualified his remarks, because ho did 
not wish to think bo hard of him that ho 
had deposited the bonds at ruinous rate 
of interest without intenting to re- 
deem them. (Laughter.) He contend- 
ed again that this was tho wrong time to 
disouss tho quostiou of the Estimntes. It 
should not be done until tho Government 
had laid their financial statement before 
the Houso. 

RETURN. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho presented a return of 
correspondence botween the Government 
and the managor of the Bank of British 
Columbia relative to debentures. 
Adjourned till 7:30 p.m.

EVENING SESSION. 



The Speaker took the Chair at 7:30 o'- 
olook p.m. 

8TJPPLT. 

Dr. Ash moved an amendment to the 
amondmeut that tho House go into Com- 
mitteo on Thursday, to whioh 
Mr. Walkem objected. 
Mr. Mara thought it in order. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe said it was. 
Mr. Wa'kem hotly maintained the 
amendment was not in order. 

Dr. Ash as stoutly maintained the regu- 
larity of his amendment. 
Mr. Speaker ruled it out of order. 
Mr. Walkem— If that amendment is 
carried mine is destroyed. 
Dr. Ash— I know it". (Laughter.) 
Mr. Humphroys — If that motion is car- 
ried you'll remain tbero till next Thurs- 
day. (Laughter.) 

The House was then rung in, and Dr. 
Ash Voting with the Government, Mr. 
Walkem's amendment was defeated — 14 
to 8! 

Mr. Walkem— My amondment is killed 
and it is killed by tbo hon. member for 
Comox. 

Dr. Ash's amendment was loBt — only 
Dr. Ash and Mr. W. Brown voting iu tho 
affirmative amid roars of laughter. 

The motion that the Houso go into 
Committee of Supply was thon carried 
unanimously amid loud choering, and Mr. 
Mara took the Chair. 

ESTIMATES. 

The first item— Salary of tho Private 
Secretary, §1500— was road. 

Mr. Walkem, who said ho was on terms 
of intimacy with Capt. Layton, said ho 
could not vote for the salary. Ho found 
that in Ontario tho Private Secretaiy's 
salary is §1000. He thought §1200 was 
uinplo. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that this increaso 
had nothing to do with the occupant of 
the office. The hon. gentleman would re- 
member that in 1873 tho salary was re- 
duced from §1,452 to §1,200, because the 
then Private Secretary was a moro boy, 
living in his uncle's houso. Tho gentle- 
man now occupying thut position must 
have a largo amount of confidence placed 
in him and ho thought that the least wo 
could do would be to fix tho salary at 
§1500. 

Mr. Fisher said wo must not conceal 
from ourselves the fact that the late secre- 
tary was a mere youth without any ex- 
perionoo and now wo have a thoroughly 
experienced man. He would certainly 
voto for tho item. 

Dr. Ash said this was an item on whioh 
less could be biiid iu favor of an increase 
than perhaps any othor. 

Mr. Humphreys wished for a statement 
from tho Government to justify tho in- 
oroaso. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott— This Houso in 1873 
altered tho salary from §1452 to 81200 be - 
cause tho occupant thon was inexperiono- 
ed. In increasing this he had not consid 
orod tho occupant.but tho offioo itself and 
its duties. 

Mr. Milby Baid ovoryono would under- 
stand that tho Private Socrotary must ba 
a man of education and experience, and 
a, man of discretion. Talking about the 
number of dispatches he had to copy was 
absurd. Ho though that a man who was 
competent to fill such au important posi- 
tion should not bo paid lesB than vory 
many mon holding just such a position 
iu an offico should get, and ho thought tho 
inoreaso proposed small enough. 

Mr. Gordon had considered this ques- 
tion well, and from his knowledge of a 
numbor of positions of a less confidential 
naturo olorks had higher salaries. He, 
however, know that everywhere those in 
whom tho greatest amount of confidence 
can bo placed a tho highor salary. Talk- 
ing of work, ho cortuiuly thought tho re- 
muneration to bo paid to tho hon. mem- 
ber for Comox (for whioh thoy would 
shortly voto) for his servioes during this 
session was less deserved than that of 
any other man in the home. 



•' Mr. Armstrong knew more about the 
duties of this office than any member of 
this Houso, and it had always been a mys- 
tery to him to know what this officer had 
to do. 

Mr. Beaven could not vote for the $1,- 
500. 

Dr. Tolmie said many matters irreve- 
lant to this itom bad beon brought up. 
TDo question should be, is this offioo 
necessary? And, again, can the gentle- 
man do anything elso at tho same time? 
He thought not, and as such the gentle- 
man should not bo a moro boy, but an ex- 
perienced man.and that as suoh he should 
ba well paid. He was reluctant to voto 
against increased expenditure, ospocially 
when it is so urgent to retronoh. Yet ho 
tbeught that all would approve of this 
inoreaso if we want to maintain tho office. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon thought tho com- 
parison between this Provinco and On- 
tario was vory unfair. All description of 
labor is remunerated in tho latter Ppro- 
vinoe at vory much lowor rates than gen- 
tlemen could bo expected to work for 
here. Honorable gentlemen should 
remember that the Private Secretary in 
former years boarded at the Government 
Houso, whereas the prerent officer liveB 
some distance away. The increase pro- 
posed is very trifling, and tho position of 
Private Secretary, though perhaps not so 
onerous as that of othor officials, still had 
to be filled by an educatod man. It is 
not tho voting of theso Bums that im- 
poverishes a community, but exoessivo 
expenditures in public works. 

Mr. Gordon thought tho Private Sec- 
retary's sorvico was worth as muoh as that 
of any gentloman in the House for liis 
servioes judging by the amount of work 
done. 

Mr, Humphreys would like to ask tho 
hon. gentleman whether ho oould deny 
that thiB matter had beon canvassed on 
the outside of the Exooutivo? Ho was 
disposed to believe that it had. 

Dr. Tolmie thought that if tho office 
was necessary that wo should support it 
creditably. 

Mr. Gordon said ho felt that ho would 
be doing: right in voting for this increaso 
and would say thnt any scheme for gen- 
eral retrenchment commencing with the 
members he would give his word that ho 
would support it. 

Mr. Humphreys—Hear. hear. 
Mr. Douglas said he oould not support 
the increase in this item. But he was glad 
to seo tho Government did not propose to 
"sow money broadcast" as a former Gov- 
ernment had done, and with tho exception 
of a few items that were increased he 
wonld support the estimates. 

Mr. Humphreys wished 'o know how 
the hon. gentleman proposed to commence 
this retrenchment, and if ho (Mr. Gor- 
don) would tell him this that he (Mr. H.) 
would at once put it in form and make a 
motion to that effect even if it woro to 
strike off all romuneration. 

Mr. Gordon would inform tbo hon. 
gentleman when ho (Mr. H.) was in a 
position to bring it down in a ministerial 
form. 

Mr. Humphreys said it was an impossi- 
bility. 

The amendment of Mr. Walkem was 
put that §1800 be struck out and §1200 
inserted and lost — 9 to 12. Tho item was 
thon carried. 
Messenger, §300. Carried. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that §1800 bo 
granted to Her Majesty. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that the Com- 
mittee rise. Carried, to sit again to-mor- 
row. 

COAIi MINING. 

On the report of tho Coal Miners' Re- 
gulation Bill, 

Hon. Mr. Elliott moved as an addition- 
al clause that the Bill shoHld not como 
into foroe for three months from the date 
of its publication in tho Government Ga- 
zette. 

Dr. Ash thought it should not oome 
into force till the consent of the Governor 
General had boon given to it. 

Mr. Beaven thought tho mine-owners' 
petition should be noticed hore. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tho owners of tho 
mines had been invited to attend a meet- 
ing of tho miners oi this bill and thoy 
had rofnsed to do so. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott's clause was added to 
tho Bill. 

Capt. Evans was sorry three months 
was allowed, as he thought it was too 
long. 

Dr. Ash wished to know when tho 
Houso would be likely to bo prorogued. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that depended a 
great deal on tho hon. gentleman himself. 

Tho report was received, tho bill to be 
road a third timo to-morrow. 



The London "Times" Shifts its Position 

on the Railway. 

London Offiob op the Globe, 
55 CheapBide, E.G.,

The Times to-day warmly praises Mr. 
Cartwright's policy of retrenchment. Dis- 
cussing tbo Paoifio Railroad it says:— "A 
suggestion was never made less worthy of 
respect than tho immediate union of the 
Eastern Statee with British Columbia by 
means of a railway. If the Canadian Par- 
liament has formally approved of the en- 
terprise and pledged itsolf to tho under- 
taking, still there would have beon a 
perfect' justification for the Dominion 
Government confessing itself, upon re- 
consideration, unablo to fulfil the promise 
mode. It would bo nocpssary then to 
indemnify British Columbia atrainst loss, 
and restore British Columbia to its pre- 
vious position, and tho fullest require- 
ments of tho strictest morality would bo 
satisfied." 



Theatre Royal. 

The Tennessee Jubilee singers opened 
last evening to a full house, not- 
withstanding tho rain. The di- 
rector, at tho opening of the performanoa 
stated that tho pieces to be sung woro 
hymns, taught to thorn as slaves in tho 
Southern States. Thoy were all slaves in 
1805, and uneducated, and he stated that 
though these hymnB were somewhat ridi- 
culous to tho moro oducatod audience; 
yot thoy sang them with perfect reverence, 
and though it mado tho audience laugh, yot 
no irreverence was over intended on their 
part. The programme commenced with p.a 
anthem "How beautiful in Zion," whioh 
wuo beautifully sung and loud ly applaud- 
ed. Miss Renaud next gave "Judgment 
dayB are rolling round" which convulsed 
tho audionco with laughter. Miss Ren- 
and's voice is a very deop. rich contralto 
and adds greatly to tho harmony in the 
choruses. As an encore she gave "I'm 
fo glad." Mr. Hunley followed with 
"Swing low, swoot Chariot," in a deep 
basg voice. Miss Henderson next follow- 
ed with "Old folks at home" with great 
pathos, and during tho piano parts a pin 
might havo havo been heard to full, so en- 
tranced were tbo audience. She was en- 
cored, and gave "Tho poor old slave has 
gone to rest." Miss .Henderson followed 
"Rocking my soul in tho bosom of Abra- 
ham," in a very quaint manner. Miss 
Lulu Henderson followed with "That's 
whore I'd like to bo," in a full powerful 
soprano voice, and as an enooro sang 
"Tho mocking bird", with bird-like ac- 
companiment by Mr. Hnnley, ending 
with the tra la-la finale to the great 
amusement of the audience. Songs by 
Misses Christin Clarko, and Lulu Hen- 
derson, and a round by tho company en- 
titled "My soul has got a hiding place" 
concluded tbo first part of the perform- 
ance. The seoond part was even better 
than tho first.

Failure of the Great Feeidlandeb . — 
Tho failure of I. Freidlander, the great 
grain operator of San Francisco, is an- 
nounced. He states that in case he oan 
collect tho amounts due him, his unse- 
cured indebtedness will be about §600,- 
000, as nearly as he can judge from the 
present condition of affairs. The indebt- 
edness is entirely local and affects but 
few persons or firms, all of whom can 
stand it with perhaps the exception of 
one or two in the interior. He attributes 
hiB failure to some extent toloBB on chart- 
ers, having early in the season chartered 
vessels at comparatively high figures, 
whioh he was subsequently obliged to 
reobarter at muoh lower rates; but tho 
greatest weights under which he labored 
was the oondition of affairs inSan Joiquin 
valley. It is known that after tho failure 
of tho bank of California, Friedlander 
transferred his accounts for some two 
months in tbo London and San FranoiBCo 
bank, from which thoy woro oarriod to 
the Nevada bank. The officers of that 
bank decline to make any statement, but 
it is reported Friedlander owes them up- 
wards of §1,000,000 socured on real es- 
tate. There is also a reported indebted- 
ness to tho bank of California contracted 
prior to the failure of that institution of 
several thousand dollars, ftlao secured on 
real estate.
